Original claims 1-17 are canceled. 
New claims 17-29 are added. 
No claim is allowed. 

Response filed in paper no. 10 is hereby acknowledged. These amendments are 
not "Third preliminary amendments" as have been said, because action on original 
claims was mailed on 12/28/01 . Therefore, these amendments filed on 1 1/7/02 are not 
preliminary amendments. Since original claims are canceled, the restriction 
requirement over original claims is moot. New claims are added but there is no mention 
of support for new claims in the response.

by inhibition of ovulation as instantly claimed. The specification does not enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and use the invention commensurate in scope with these claims. Since there is a 
lack of predictability in pharmaceuticals and since there is no showing or data for the 
method as instantly claimed, one having skilled in the art would not be able to get any 
guidance to take advantage of the instant invention. 
Applicant must show the support for the claimed invention.
